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TOXIC DEBATE 


Study links chemical 
to health risks, but FDA 
maintains it’s safe

WASHINGTON With scientists at odds 
over the safety of a chemical found in 
plastic baby bottles, metal cans and other 
food packaging, consumers got minimal 
guidance Tuesday about how to protect 
themselves. 

At a scientific hearing, the Food 
and Drug Administration defended its 
assessment that bisphenol A— or BPA— is 
safe, even as the first major study of health 
effects in people linked it with possible 
risks for heart disease and diabetes. The 
debate could drag on for years. 

“Right now, our tentative conclusion is 
that it’s safe, so we’re not recommending 
any change in habits,” said LauraTarantino, 
head of the FDA’s office of food additive 
safety More than 90 percent of Americans 
have traces of BPA in their bodies, but the 
FDA says the levels of exposure are too 
low to pose a health risk, even for infants 
and children. 

However, in the first large-scale study in 
humans of the ubiquitous chemical, a team 
of researchers reported that exposure to 
BPA was associated with cardiovascular 
disease. Type 2 diabetes and liver-enzyme 


PROTECT YOURSELF 

The National Toxicology Program of 
the Department of Health and Human 
Services has compiled these tips for 
reducing exposure to bisphenol A (BPA): 
» Don’t microwave polycarbonate 
plastic food containers. Polycarbonate 
may break down from overuse at 
high temperatures and release BPA. 
(Manufacturers are not required to 
disclose whether an item contains BPA, 
but polycarbonate containers that do 
usually have a No. 7 on the bottom.) 

» Reduce use of canned foods, especially 
acidic foods such as tomatoes that can 
accelerate leaching of BPA from plastic 
can linings. Opt for soups, vegetables and 
other items packaged in cardboard “brick” 
cartons, made of safer layers of aluminum 
and polyethylene plastic (labeled No. 2). 

» Switch to glass, porcelain or stainless 
steel containers, particularly for hot food 
or liquids. 

» Use baby bottles that are BPA-free; in 
the last year, most major manufacturers 
have developed plastic baby bottles 
made without BPA. Washington post 


abnormalities in adults. 

Researchers said the study offers the 
first scientific evidence that adults with 
higher levels of BPA in their bodies were 
more likely to develop such diseases. 
FDA officials said they are not dismissing 
such findings, and conceded that further 


research is needed. “We recognize the need 
to resolve the concerning questions that 
have been raised,” Tarantino said. But the 
FDA is arguing that the studies with rats 
and mice it relied on for its assessment are 
more thorough than some of the human 
research that has raised doubts. 

Past animal studies have suggested 
reproductive and hormone-related 
problems from BPA. The JAMA study is the 
largest to examine possible BPA effects in 
people and the first suggesting a direct link 
to heart disease, said scientists Frederick 
vom Saal and John Peterson Myers, both 
longtime critics of the chemical. 

Drs. Lisa Schwartz and Steven Woloshin 
of the Dartmouth Institute for Health 
Policy and Clinical Practice said the study 
presents no clear information about what 
might have caused participants’ heart 
disease and diabetes. 

“Measuring who has disease and high 
BPA levels at a single point in time cannot 
tell you which comes first,” Schwartz said. 

The study authors acknowledge that 
it’s impossible to rule out that people who 
already have heart disease or diabetes are 
somehow more vulnerable to having BPA 
show up in their urine. 

The American Chemistry Council, an 
industry trade group, said the study is 
flawed, has substantial limitations and 
proves nothing, tribune contributed.

HARRISBURG, Pa. With virtually no warning, smoking 
at 14 of Pennsylvania’s state-owned universities has 
been banned anywhere on campus— even outdoors. 

The action has sparked protests around the state 
by some of the 110,000 students in the State System 
of Higher Education, who received word of the ban 
by e-mail late last Wednesday — a day before a new 
state law forbidding smoking in most workplaces 
and public spaces took effect. 

After discussions with university presidents and 
system board members. Chancellor John Cavanaugh 
said he interprets the law to extend beyond build- 
ings at educational facilities to include all campus 
grounds, such as courtyards, parking lots and ath- 
letic fields. 

Cavanaugh, who took over as chancellor in July, 
said some classes occasionally meet outside, and the 
schools also hold outdoor fundraising events. 

‘After all of that deliberation, we decided we 
would go on the side of caution,” he said. 


Students who feel the policy is too extreme have 
organized peaceful protests of smokers and sym- 
pathetic nonsmokers on at least three of the 14 
Pennsylvania campuses, and there is talk of a coor- 
dinated statewide demonstration later this week. 

At the student center of Clarion University, about 
60 miles northeast of Pittsburgh, about 60 students 
gathered outside at around lunchtime Monday and 
then marched to the grounds of the campus library, 
where they lit up, said Steve Dugan, a 20 -year-old 
freshman from Pittsburgh who participated. 

“We’re simply asking for some compromise, like 
one or two designated {smoking] areas on campus,” 
Dugan said. “It would have been better if there were 
more warning given and a chance to put in our own 
ideas.” 

Penn State University, a public university not part 
of the state system, bans smoking inside buildings 
and university vehicles and within a certain distance 
of entrances, but allows smoking elsewhere on its 
campus in State College, a spokeswoman said.

What to do when you meet the folks

At long last, you find that special someone you can’t get 
enough of Those eyes. Those dimples. Those ... parents? 

Most relationships reach a point when the love affair 
must make room for the family affair. You have to meet 
the parents, which can be a nerve-wracking occasion for 
everyone involved. 

Hollywood would have it all go tragically wrong. 

Witness “Worst Week,” a CBS comedy series premier- 
ing Monday about a well-meaning young man who spends 
a disastrous week at his fiance’s parents’ house. The hap- 
less hero manages to turn up at the front door wearing 
nothing but a plastic diaper, set fire to a prized painting 
and urinate on a goose meant for dinner. (Anyone who 
has seen “Meet the Parents” may experience deja vu.) 

In real life, you don’t have to accidentally pee on dinner 
for the parental meeting to be fraught with tension. 

The well-prepared come armed with a breath mint 
and bottle of good shiraz, yet silently fret: Is my shirt 
too low-cut? Is my sarcasm going over well? What was it 
that I should never, under any circumstance, bring up in 
conversation? 

“People tend to over-stress about the meeting with the 
parents because they misinterpret it as some kind of audi- 
tion, and it’s really not,” said Erin Flaherty, love and sex 
editor at Yahoo! Shine, an online community for women. 
“Don’t think of it as a pass/fail test.” 

Still, following certain rules can help ensure a smooth 
encounter.

DO ... Do your homework. 

Before the meeting, find out what the par- 
ents do for a living, their hobbies, vacations 
they’ve taken— anything you could use for 
conversation. 

For Sarah Bergman, 28, that means 
studying Indian culture to prepare for the 
first meeting with her boyfriend’s parents, 
planned for this weekend. Bergman, who 
lives in Lakeview, has been practicing words 
in their native Telugu language and has 
learned how to cook Indian food so she can 
hold her own when talk turns to spices. 

'Your significant other should also give you 
the lay of the land so that you’re prepared 
for certain personalities and sensitive situ- 
ations. 

“Did someone just get a very messy 
divorce? Or come out of the closet?” said 
Sherry Amatenstein, author of “Q&A Dating 
Book” and an i Village dating columnist. “It’s 
nice to know ahead of time.” 

DO ... Bring a gift. 

Even if your partner assures you a gift is not 
necessary, bring one anyway Gifts win major 
points. 

Vicky Castorena, a 20 -year-old student 
who lives in Tinley Park, said she bakes 
Mexican wedding cookies when she meets 
boyfriends’ parents, and they’re always a hit. 
'When meeting a boyfriend’s mother who 
had just had surgery, Castorena put together 
a get-well basket containing the mom’s favor- 
ite cookies and candies. 



DON’T ... Try to be the life of the party 
right away. 

Take a few moments to observe the family 
and figure out their temperament, and take 
their cues for how to behave, Flaherty said. 

‘Are they expecting you to be outgoing, or 
should you just be sitting there saying please 
and thank you?” she said. 

DON’T ... Take it upon yourself to 

tell your partner’s folks the nature of your 

relationship. 

When Katie Edwards, 23, introduced her 
boyfriend to her parents four months into 
their relationship, the couple made sure to 
avoid any talk that could reveal they were 
living together or taking vacations together 
(now they’ve been dating more than three 
years and the parents know they live togeth-

A good idea is to give a gift that represents 
who you are or where you’re from, said Josey 
Miller, senior editor of love and wedding top- 
ics at iVillage. For example, Chicagoans might 
give out-of-town parents a tub of Garrett’s 
popcorn, said Miller, a Northbrook native. 

Another way into parents’ hearts is through 
a thank-you note, said 28 -year-old Katie 
Haupman of Lincoln Park. She sent a thank- 
you note to her boyfriend’s parents after 
spending a week with his family in Michigan, 
and they were still raving about how thought- 
ful it was when she saw them again months 
later. 

DO ... Dress conservatively. 

That’s not to say you should dress like you’re 
in the church choir if your fashion sensibili- 
ties are more rock ’n’ roll.

er on the Near North Side). 

You don’t want to reveal something your 
partner hasn’t, so as a general rule each per- 
son should break news about the relationship 
to his/her own parents, Flaherty said. 

DON’T... Talk about politics, religion 
or sex. 

'While it seems unlikely dinner talk would 
turn to sex, it happened to 26 -year-old 
Shahbaz Shah. Things got awkward when his 
girlfriend’s parents started chatting about a 
study showing women who have a lot of sex 
have better complexions. 

“I just kept laughing,” Shah, of Ravenswood, 
remembers. 

Politics and religion, meanwhile, might 
not be so funny Generally, on first meetings 
it’s best to avoid topics that get people emo- 
tional, Flaherty said. 

If you find the Obama vs. McCain con- 
versation unavoidable, “be honest, but 
resist the urge to get pulled into a debate,” 
Flaherty said. “Keep your answers neutral. 


Alex Buholzer, 25, said he makes it a point 
to be a gentleman and hold the door open, 
“for the mom especially” It pays off, he 
said. 

“I’m in that lucky category of parents 
always liking me,” said Bulhozer, who lives 
in Gurnee. 

DO ... Laugh off embarrassing missteps. 

Lyndsay Watt, 20, recalls her most mortify- 
ing meet-the-parents moment, which came 
during dinner the first night she met the par- 
ents of a guy she’d been dating for a year. 

“I was cutting my pork chops,” she said, 
“and the plate flipped over and dumped the 
food all over me.” She was humiliated, but 
“they just laughed at me,” said Watt, who 
lives in Oak Lawn. 

Laughing is the best way to get past mini- 
disasters. 

“You need to infuse some light-hearted- 
ness and humor into this situation,” Miller 
said. 

DO ... Remember that the parents 
are just as nervous. 

Bonnie Garneau of Elmhurst 
has met many young ^ 
ladies since her two 
sons, 34 and 37, and 
lesbian daughter, 38, 
started bringing girl- 
friends home. It’s always 
stressful, she said. 

“The biggest thing 
you’re worried about 
is that you might not like 
them, and then what do 
you do?” Garneau, 66, 


said. “Or if you just love them to death, and 
then they break up, what do you do?” 

Garneau also worries that some awkward 
comment will pop out of her mouth— reveal- 
ing her shock when her daughter’s girlfriend 
showed up with a shaved head, or her distaste 
when her son’s girlfriend showed up wear- 
ing a few too many layers of makeup. First 
impressions matter, she said, but parents

No set amount of time must pass before 
you meet the parents, but you generally 
should avoid it if the relationship is just 
a fling or you’re not yet sure how you feel 
about the person you’re dating. 

“To meet them anyway is away to lead him 
on,” Miller said. “Don’t involve more people 
than necessary if you don’t feel {the relation- 
ship is] going in that direction.” 

Of course, spending a weekend with the 
family over the holidays is different from 
meeting the parents at an afternoon barbe- 
cue, and the latter isn’t a big deal, Coburn 
notes.

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Family of cop 
who killed girl, 
self struggles 
to understand

To his family, Dannie Marchan was a 
good father, a loving brother, a man 
who lived to be a Chicago cop. 

But in taking his own life Monday 
and the life of his y-year-old daughter 
Alizay Marchan left his family with 
more questions than answers. 

Marchan, 29, shot himself and his two 
children in his Southwest Side home in 
what police described as a “domestic- 
related” incident. Marchan’s 9 -year- 
old son remained hospitalized Tuesday 
afternoon after undergoing surgery, 
according to Marchan’s brother, Javier. 

Family members have not made 
funeral arrangements. “We are still 
trying to pray for his son,” said Javier 
Marchan, 36. 

The brother said Tuesday that the 
large family— Marchan was the youngest 
of seven brothers and one sister— is 
struggling to understand why the 
officer shot himself Marchan, a four- 
year-veteran of the police department, 
loved his children and his family, took 
his children to church and on vacation 
to Disneyland. He gave them anything 
they needed, he said. 

Marchan worried about his 
relationship with his ex-wife, who 
divorced him in 2005 and with whom he 
talked of trying to reconcile, his brother 
said. But there were no signs that his 
life had spiraled beyond his control, his 
brother said. In conversations Monday 
with his other siblings, nobody could 
point to any signs that Marchan was in 
dire need of help, his brother said. 

His brother said part of him is angry 
with Marchan for shooting the children. 
Another is deeply sad for losing him, 
he said.“He was a good guy He worked 
two jobs just to support his family,” his 
brother said. “He was my brother, and 
I loved him. But I’m still trying to get 
answers. I don’t know why he did what 
he did.” 

Marchan, who was found in the same 
room as his children, did not leave any 
note of explanation, his brother said. 
Marchan was the third active Chicago 
police officer to die in three months.

Struggles, frustration 
in wake of area floods

As floodwaters receded across the Chicago 
region’s hardest-hit areas Tuesday, a 
frustration settled on those waiting to hear 
when they could go home. Others anxiously 
wondered whether they still had homes to 
go to. 

“I feel very trapped and kind of suffocated,” 
said Zara Collins, 33, as she leafed through a 
book at the Red Cross shelter in Des Plaines, 
two days after firefighters evacuated her by 
boat from her apartment in west suburban 
Addison. 

“I know I’m in Des Plaines. But I’m just 
totally lost.” 

About 50 people remained in four Red 
Cross shelters across the Chicago area 
Tuesday Possibly thousands more were 
staying with friends and family or had gone 
to hotels as authorities continued to assess 
damage after the weekend deluge. 


While Tuesday saw cleanup efforts in 
many communities swing into full gear, 
the far southwest suburb of Morris still 
struggled with record-setting flooding along 
the Illinois River. 

“There wasn’t much we could do to stop 
Mother Nature,” Morris Fire Chief Robert 
Coleman said. “All that rain in Chicago and 
DuPage County— they dumped it all here.” 

At least 50 people were evacuated by boat 
Monday night from low-lying areas of Morris, 
a community in Grundy County about 60 
miles from Chicago. The river reached 24.84 
feet there, breaking the record of 23.11 feet 
set in 1957. 

Anger festered elsewhere as the water 
receded, often revealing a sodden mess. 

As swarms of city workers assisted the 
cleanup in Albany Park on the Northwest 
Side, some residents questioned the city’s 
response over the weekend. 

Sandra Fisher, who lives in the 5100 block 
of Springfield Avenue, said that workers 
didn’t start sandbagging her block until 
Sunday morning. By then, she said, the

water was pouring into streets and alleys 
from the nearby North Branch of the 
Chicago River. 

Fisher said she and her husband used their 
own sump pump and generators to keep 
their basement from flooding more than a 
couple inches. 

But it filled after they were forced to 
evacuate Sunday afternoon, she said. 

“Today they’re out here helping you, but 
where were they Saturday night?” Fisher 
said Tuesday as city workers pumped out 
basements down the block. 

“You’re trying to save your house, and 
they’re telling us we can’t be here, after the 
damage was already done.”

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‘North Side Rapist’ 
gets 120 more 
years in prison 

A man dubbed 
the “North 
Side Rapist,” 
already serving 
a combined 
190 years in 
prison for two 
sexual assaults, 
was sentenced 
Tuesday to an 
additional 120 years for the rape of a third 
victim. Cook County prosecutors said 
Tuesday. 

A jury convicted Mario Villa in August of 
sexually assaulting a 40-year-old woman 
after he broke into her Near West Side 
home in 2003. DNA recovered from the 
woman later matched Villa to the crime. 

Circuit Judge Lawrence Flood imposed 
the sentence on Villa on Tuesday. Villa is 
serving a 100-year sentence for a 2004 
sexual assault and a 90-year sentence for 
the 1996 sexual assault of a 16-year-old 
girl. He will serve the three sentences 
consecutively, according to Tandra 
Simonton, a spokeswoman for the state’s 
attorney’s office. 

Man killed in Englewood 

Chicago police shot and killed a teenager 
Tuesday in Englewood, authorities said. 

The shooting occurred around 
3 p.m. in the 7000 block of South Bishop 
Street, according to a police spokesman. 

An officer “was confronted by one of 
the armed offenders and the officer 
discharged his weapon, striking one of 
the offenders,” police said. Police arrested 
one other person, but two escaped, and 
investigators found a semiautomatic 
handgun at the scene. 

Former inspector sentenced 

A onetime city of Chicago plumbing 
inspector who testified against his 
supervisor in an extortion trial was 
sentenced Tuesday to 7/2 months in 
prison for pocketing bribes himself. Travis 
Echols, 42, had pleaded guilty to attempted 
extortion after being caught in a 2006 FBI 
sting and told investigators about other 
bribe-taking among inspectors. 

Cigarette smuggling case 

A Chicago man has been sentenced to 30 
months in prison in a cigarette smuggling 
case that federal prosecutors described 
as one of the largest contraband tobacco 
cases in the region. Authorities say Howard 
Mui of Chinatown admitted he bought 9 
million cigarettes in Kentucky and resold 
them in Chicago and New York City, which 
have much higher cigarette taxes. Court 
records show Mui made $1.27 million on 
the venture. A judge Monday also ordered 
him to repay the lost tax revenue.

Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee Baraclc 
Obama is calling 
for a $5 billion trust 
fund for Great Lalces 
cleanup and restora- 
tion as he focuses on 
states critical to win- 
ning the White House. 

The fund, to be phased in over lo years, 
would be the centerpiece of a plan that also 
calls for a coordinator to oversee Great Lakes 
programs and would step up the fight against 
invasive species. 

Obama’s campaign announced the plan 
in a telephone conference call featuring 
Democratic Sens. Debbie Stabenow of 
Michigan and Amy Klobuchar of Minnesota, 
and Gov Jim Doyle of Wisconsin, chairman 
of the Council of Great Lakes Governors. 

They said the Democratic nominee had 
sponsored legislation supporting Great Lakes 
cleanup and was more familiar with the issues 
than his Republican opponent, Arizona Sen. 
John McCain. 

“What we have seen from Sen. McCain is 
what we have seen from President Bush— nice 
comments during the presidential election ... 
and nothing to back it up,” Doyle said. 

McCain spokeswoman Sarah Lenti said: 
“The Obama solution like always, throws tax- 
payers’ money at the problem— sometimes 
money that has not even been requested— 
but he has no record or experience at solving 
problems by going across party lines.”

Footing the bill 

Obama’s trust fund would be paid for by 
rolling back tax breaks for oil companies, 
his campaign said. It would support 
projects such as sewage system repairs, 
cleanup of sediments contaminated 
by toxic chemicals, and restoration of 
wetlands and wildlife habitat.

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More tainted dairy products 


D BEIJING Chinese investigators have 
uncovered more dairy products 
laced with a toxic chemical, state media 
reported Tuesday, as investigators included 
exported goods in an expanding probe 
triggered by the deaths of two infants who 
drank tainted baby formula. 

State broadcaster CCTV reported on its 
Tuesday evening newscast that a nationwide 
inspection of the 175 companies producing 
baby milk powder showed that 20 percent 
of them had sold products tainted with the 
industrial chemical melamine. 

One company, based in the southern 
province of Guangdong, exported its

products abroad— to Bangladesh, 'Yemen 
and Burma, CCT'V^ said. 

Meanwhile, in Hong Kong, a 
supermarket chain was pulling from its 
shelves ice cream and other products 
produced by the Shanghai-based Yili AB 
Foods after a test of one sample detected 
melamine, the official Xinhua News 
Agency said. 


The company at the heart of the 
widening food scandal, Sanlu Group, has 
apologized for the melamine-tainted milk 
powder. The company says suppliers who 
provided them with raw milk apparently 
added the chemical, normally used in 
plastics, to make the milk seem higher in 
protein. 

Zhang Zhenling, Sanlu’s vice president, 
apologized Monday but did not explain 
why the company took so long to inform 
the public about the contamination despite 
receiving complaints as early as March and 
having tests confirm the presence of the 
chemical in early August.

Ron Santo gets closer than ever to sought-after Hall of Fame call

Ron Santo and his legion of fans in Cub Nation might finally 
have some overdue good news to celebrate in December. 

The Hall of Fame announced Tuesday that the former 
third baseman and current Cubs radio analyst, as expected, 
will be one of the players considered for Hall of Fame elec- 
tion in the next ballot by the Veterans Committee, com- 
posed largely of living Hall of Famers. 

The good news for Santo and others who have come 
close in recent elections— Jim Kaat, Gil Hodges and Tony 
Oliva— comes in the size of the ballot. 

Twenty-seven candidates were considered in the bian- 
nual election held in 2006. This time around, Santo will be 
one of only 10 players under consideration, and the guess 


here is that change will be enough for Santo to be enshrined 
in Coopers town. The Hall of Fame changed the procedure 
after the living Hall of Famers failed to give any candidate 
the necessary 75 percent approval rating in balloting held in 
2002, ’04 and ’06. No one came closer than Santo two years 
ago. He received 57 of 82 votes, five short of 75 percent. 

“We believe that these new procedures will allow for 
more open dialogue among those who vote, promoting 
a more intensive study of player candidacies,” said Brad 
Horn, the Hall’s senior director of communications and 
education. “The board has always maintained that the stan- 
dards for election to the Baseball Hall of Fame must remain 
very high, and we are confident that narrowing the ballot to 
10 names of post-World War II players maintains the same

Local hip-hop duo Yea Big + Kid Static go 
together like mashed potatoes and gravy

□ ou may have noticed something about a lot of hip-hop acts these days: They don’t seem 
like they’re having any fun. 

Not Tea Big + Kid Static, though. The Chicago producer/hype man (real name: 
Stefen Robinson) and MC (real name: Moses Harris Jr.) tell upbeat stories not about 
guns or money, but food (“Eatchyo Samwich”) and regular, everyday living (“The Life 
Here”). They stretch before and perform choreographed dances during shows, and for each show. 
Tea Big rocks the same jogging outfit, complete with headband and short shorts. 

From MTV and Forever XXI to YouTube, where the video for “The Life Here” 
has had more than 285,000 views, the duo has earned 
plenty of love for the fresh, diverse beats and nimble flow 
on their self-titled debut. Now, we can’t wait to hear the 
new “The Future’s Looking Grim,” which is planned for 
release early next year. 

At Wicker Park’s Zen Noodles, Tea Big (26, who lives 
in Andersonville) and Kid Static (25, of Humboldt Park) 
talked to us about stealing Vitamin Water, loving pie and 
how to treat a crowd right. 


Your bio says you guys will 
“overcome you like a band of 
parkour ninjas wearing jet packs 
leaping over your grandmother’s 
privacy fence to steal a pie.” How 
often does that happen? 

Kid Static: Leaping over fenc- 
es? Quite frequently Steal pies? 
Depends on if that’s a euphe- 
mism for something. 

Yea Big: I stole a Vitamin Water 
from McDonald’s at a rest stop 
once. Because no one would help 
me. I went to the counter to pay 
for it. ... And nobody came to take 
it. I was standing there for several 
minutes, and I was like, {screw} 
this! And I walked out. I felt so 
bad. 


I also didn’t know ninjas liked 
pie so much. 

KS: Everybody likes pie. 
Who doesn’t like pie? 

YB: Grandmas like pie, 
children like pie. 

KS: Even Hannibal 
Lecter likes kidney pie. 


Why do you need to 
stretch before shows? 

YB: ’Cause we’re very active. 
If we don’t stretch, we might pull 
something. 

KS: Teah, you might hurt your- 
self 


Why do you think you connect 
with people who don’t usually like 
hip-hop? 

KS: People like a good show 
We try to be funny We don’t yell 
at the crowd. I’ve been to a lot of 
hip-hop shows where the crowd 
won’t immediately feel them, 
so they’ll be like yelling at the 
crowd. I’m like, “Dude they’re 
not going to buy your {stuff} now! 
Tbu totally insulted everybody” 
And then you go to shows where 
you’re not feeling them but then 


they start telling you to do stuff 
Like, “Throw your hands in the 
air.” And you’re like, well, “I’m not 
really feeling you, so I’m not going 
to do that.” 

YB: We don’t ask anything of 
the crowd that we aren’t going to 
do first. We will never at a show 
be like, “Why don’t you guys 
move up, get into it?” Instead of 
doing that, we have started going 
out to the people. 

KS: We play from the floor 
most shows. And when it works 
correctly we end up in a crowd of 
people elbow to elbow, everybody 
freaking out. 


With some hype behind you and 
a new album coming, what do you 
hope will have happened at this 
time next year? 

YB: I would like to be making 
a meager living off of music. The 
same amount of money I’m mak- 
ing now is fine. 

KS: I want a yacht, personally 

YB:I can live off of like 12 grand 
a year. 

KS:I want to be in Barbados 
somewhere, playing volleyball 
with Komodo dragons. 


Complete this analogy: Yea Big 
is to Kid Static as ... 

YB: What’s something that’s 
fine on its own but when another 
element gets added to it ... 

KS: It’s like three times better. 
Turkey and gravy 

YB:Teah, ok. It’s like gravy and 
turkey He’s the turkey and I’m 
the gravy The gravy makes it way 
better. Tbu can’t eat gravy without 
turkey 

KS: Tes you can! Tbu can eat it 
with biscuits! 

YB: Let’s use mashed potatoes 
and gravy 

KS: Tbu can eat mashed pota- 
toes without gravy!

He’s looking for 
something special: an 
upside-down horseshoe 
on the jeans’ back pock- 
et. Eventually he finds 
jeans complete with 
the trademarked True 
Religion horseshoes 
on the pocket and True 
Religion tags, pictur- 
ing a Buddha stroking 
a guitar. Johnson buys 
one pair— which usually 
retail for between $170 
and $400 —for $60. 

“I can tell just by looking that they’re fake,” he 
says. “The stitching is inferior to the real McCoy” 

But Johnson isn’t disappointed. In fact, he looks 
like an overgrown boy who’s just won a treasure 
hunt. 

In a sense he has. Johnson is among a growing 
number of fashion sleuths who covertly buy coun- 
terfeit products so that major designers can sue the 
people who sell them. 

“We have tentacles spread through major met- 
ropolitan areas,” said Deborah Greaves, general 
counsel of True Religion Brand Jeans. That involves 
dozens of private investigators, but also customs 
officials and law enforcement personnel who have 
been trained to spot fake True Religion products. 

But it’s an uphill battle for Johnson and the hun- 
dreds of investigators like him as more counterfeit 
goods enter the U.S. Customs officials seized $197 
million worth of counterfeits in 2007, up 27 percent 
from the previous year, according to U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection. 

Luxury brands are prime targets for piracy As the 


upscale denim industry has grown, so too has the 
copycatting. 

“The counterfeiting problem exists with Rolex 
watches and high-end jeans because people want the 
cache without spending the money,” said Douglas 
Masters, co-chair of the intellectual property pro- 
tection practice group at the Chicago office of the 
law firm Loeb & Loeb. That’s a boon to counter- 
feiters, he said. “The opportunity to make money is 
greater when there’s a much higher profit margin.” 

Denim companies say customers who unknow- 
ingly buy knockoffs will be dissatisfied and 
spread negative word-of-mouth about the jeans. 
Counterfeits “hurt the brand integrity and deter 
people from purchasing the product,” Greaves 
said. 

Some consumers say they can’t tell the 
difference. Golda Collier, 28, said someone 
gave her a pair of True Religions that she 
soon learned were fakes. She still wears 
them though and doesn’t understand why 
people spend hundreds of dollars on jeans 
when they can buy them for 10 bucks. 

“No one knows the difference,” she 
said. 

Fashion student Jaclyn Hollenback, 18, 
disagrees. She started buying True Religion 
and other expensive jeans when she was in 
high school and is a loyal customer. 

“They last longer and don’t stretch 
out,” she said. “They hold everything 
in that needs to be held in.” 

Denim companies spend 
millions annually employing 
people like Johnson, who 
works for the law firm 
Gareeb and Pham, 
to try to catch 
the counter- 
feiters.

Over the course of his career, Johnson has 
conducted hundreds of investigations into 
counterfeit movies and software and has seen 
counterfeiters sell everything from counter- 
feit jeans to fake AIDS medications to batter- 
ies that contained lOO times more mercury 
than was allowed by law 

But it’s hard to get to the people at 
the top of the supply chain. For years 
Johnson has been tracking a group 
he calls the “Big Fish” that infor- 
mants say does $7 million in sales of 
counterfeit jeans annually In April, 
Gareeb and Pham filed a suit on 
behalf ofTfue Religion against two 
men (and a handful of businesses, 
including one called Jizzle Tech) 
who it alleges are behind the 
operation. 

Johnson believes that he 
will turn up more people in 
the “Big Fish” operation as he 
subpoenas credit card informa- 
tion from the Web sites selling 
the jeans. 

“With this kind of investiga- 
tion, you really don’t know who’s 
behind it, but as you start bringing 
more people into the lawsuit, you 
find out more,” he said. 

But since the “Big Fish” import most 
of their goods from China, the chain will 
likely lead to a dead end. That happens 
frequently in these investigations: About 
80 percent of counterfeit goods seized in 
the U.S. this year came from China, where 
companies find that legal action stalls or dies 
completely That means every time Johnson 
stops a seller, another will likely arise. 

“It’s kind of like playing whack-a-mole at 
the circus,” he said. “You get one, another one 
comes popping up.”
